FIERCE BOMBING 


The Germans are flinging in mass

SHIPS SUNK 

The German News Agency also 
stated that German bombers vesterday 
sunk in the Black Sea east of Odessa 
a 5.000-ton Soviet troopship and a 
merchant ship of 5,000 tons was 
seriously damaged. Two more Soviet 
ships were sunk in dive attacks, it 
was added. 

Moscow Radio Jast night stated that 
during the first week of the war the 
German tank forces sustained losses 
which were possible to _ replace. 
After three weeks of war, however, 
the Germans had lost 12 tank divi- 
sions, and after two months of war 
8,000 tanks in all. ‘‘ These figures 
are but the prelude of things to come, ' 
the radio added.

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TOBRUK 


RENEWED ACTIVITY 
IN MIDDLE EAST 


be BRILLIANT raids” by 
British Empire patrols 
operating from their Western 
rt fortress of Tobruk are re- 
ported in last night's com- 
muniqué from G.H.Q., Cairo. 


CLOSE FIGHTING 


These raids, carried out during the 
night of September 13-14, represented 
intensified activity against Axis posi- 
tions facing the. eastern sector of the 
defences. An Italian officer and three 
other ranks were captured from one 
strong point, while at-two others close 
fighting occurred, in which the 
attackers sustained heavy casualties. 
leaving 20 killed on the ground, and 
two prisoners in British hands. In 
addition, a field gun and an anti-air- 
craft gun were destroved. 

The communiqué added :— 

“In retaliation a strong enemy 
force, supported by a number of tanks, 
engaged and overran by sheer weight 
of numbers one of our listening posts. 
containing six men. Three . German 
tanks employed in this operation were 
subsequently engaged and captured by 
British tanks, and the enemy concen- 
tration was then dispersed by heavy 
artillery fire. 

“In the frontier area two enemy 
columns, containing armoured fighting 
vehicles, carried out a reconnaissance 
in force, penetrating some miles across 
the frontier. Under cover of close air 
support, advanced elements of our 
mechanised forces engaged these 
columns, inflicting considerable damage 
and losses upon them. One German 
medium tank. complete with crew, was 
captured, and both enemy columns are 
now withdrawing, closely followed up 
by British troops. ' 


ITALIAN CLAIMS 


Earlier vesterday the Italians claimed 
successes both in the Tobruk area and 
east of Tobruk. - On Sunday night, 
affirmed the Italian News Agency, ccm- 
bined Axis forces captured important 
ositions to the east, with considerable 
osses to the defenders of a post which, 
it was said, fell after prolonged hand.

WASHINGTON, Monday—President 
Roosevelt in a report to Congress 
states that the actual exports of Ameri- 
can war supplies under the Lease-and- 
Lend programme to nations fighting 
against the Axis totalled £47.500,000 
up to August 31. This figure represents 
expenditures for weapons and other 
supplies actually sent abroad. 

The President added, however, that 
defence articles transferred, including 
some still awaiting shipment, amounted 
to an additional 35,946,701 dollars, 
while various services, for example, the 
repair of warships, totalled a further 
78,169,377 dollars. Expenditure for 
articles for services not yet finished 
amounted approximately to 162,000,000 
dollars (about £40,000,000). 


“TORRENT OF AID” 


The President calculates that 
“through the month of August the 
total dollar value of defence articles 
transferred and defence services ren- 
dered, plus expenditures other than for 
Lease-and-Lend purposes,” amounted 
to about $487,000,000 (£121,750,000). 

“'Planes, tanks, guns and ships,’ 
the President says, “have begun to 
flow from our factories and varias, and 
the flow will accelerate from day to 
day until the stream becomes a river 
and the river a torrent, engulfing this 
totalitarian tyranny which seeks to 
dominate the world.” 


HELP 12 NATIONS 


President Roosevelt's report shows 
that twelve nations have been getting 
Lease-and-Lend assistance, but the 
bulk of it has gone to Britain. The 
list includes China, Poland, Greece, 
Yugoslavia, Norway, Belgium, the 
Netherlands and the Dominican Re- 
public. 

Stating that this aid is not an act 
of charity, the President says: '' We 
offer it because we know that piece- 
meal resistance to aggression is doomed 
to failure: because the ruthless war 
machine which now bestrides the Con- 
tinent of Eurpope can be combated 
only by the combined efforts of all 
free peoples and at all strategic points 
where the aggressor may strike.” 

Including the supplies which Britain 
has financed herself, the British 
Empire has actually obtained about 
£1,100.000,000 worth of goods since 
the war began. |

BASES FOR BRITAIN 
His report discloses that some 
Lease-and-Lend funds have heen 
utilised to build naval and military 
bases for Britain. Administration 


officials declined to disclose the where- 
about of these bases, but it is stated 
that the amount of the aid given in 
this way is about £35,000,000. 

President Roosevelt says that con- 
tracts have been placed and the work 
started on nearly £250,000,000 worth of 
bombers. Aircraft. and aeronautical 
materials account for over one-third of 
the total contracts under the curren® 
Lease-and-Lend programme. The report 
shows that the United States has sup- 
plied a fleet of trucks to China as well 
as freighters to carry war supplies and 
pavmag materials for repairing the 
Burme road. Leasc-and-Lend equip- 
ment and materials are also helping the 
railway through Yunnan Province, and 
modern fighters will augment the 
Chinese Air Force under Lease-and- 
Lend contracts concluded in the past 
three months.

been dismissed for their loyalty to the 
principle of free association.

KITCHENS HERE 
DOMESTIC TEACHERS 
HELP IN ENGLAND

COMMISSIONER, 
OUR new _— community 
kitchens have been planned 


in the South County Dublin 
area by the Killiney, Bally- 
brack, Shankill and Loughlins- 
town Parish Council. ese 
kitchens are being established in 
the districts covered by the 
Council, and Mrs. H. E. 
Richardson told me yesterday 
that suitable sites for kitchens 
have been secured at Shankill 
and Ballybrack, while arrange- 
ments for that at Killiney are 
virtually complete. In Lough- 
linstown the co-operation of the 
authorities in charge of Lough- 
linstown Hospital has been 
secured. 


VOLUNTARY WORKERS 


It is planned to use wood-fired 
cookers in these kitchens and the men 
attached to the Parish Council have 
been cutting and stacking the neces- 
sary timber. All the labour in the 
kitchens will be voluntary, and it is 
anticipated that the operation of the 
scheme will not be needed before 
Christmas, although preparations will 
he completed for work if the need 
exists before that time. 


Co-operation ith any cooked meal 
service .intrednced by the Dun 
Laoghaire Corporation is being 
arranged. The numbers to be fed in 
these four districts are, saves Mrs.

KITCHENS IN DUBLIN 


The Catholic Social Service Con-

£100. The Conference is providing 
a supply of potatoes to these two 
kitchens and six others at the rate of 
125 tons per month, approximately 25 
per cent. of the requirements of these 
kitchens. The centres also receive 
about 10 to 12 gallons of fresh milk 
daily. 

The organisation has made arrange- 
ments to secure that there should be 
no over-lapping between the Dublin 
Corporation Cooked Meals Service, 
which is now being evolved in a 
skeleton form and should be ready 
early next month, and the penny 
dinner centres. 


WORK IN BRITAIN 


T have recently received information 
relating to more of the community 
feeding centres in various parts of 
Britain. In Stoke-on-Trent, for 
example, housecraft teachers have been 
playing an important part in the 
scheme, and it has been found that the 
average housecraft room (in technical 
schools) can produce 200 two-course 
meals a day.

for the meals, which she buys at the 
kitchen, and 4d. for a loaf of bread. 
As a result of her savings, the family 
is able to have “a good roast ” on 
Sundays.

STEP TO BETTER 
DISTRIBUTION 


The announcement in the Trish 
Times of the Government’s intention 
to introduce national registration, ~o 
as to ensure equitable distribution of 
foodstuffs on what is expected to be an 
extended rationing system, produced 
expressions of satisfaction in many 
quarters yesterday. 

“In any question of rationing we 
believe it 1s an important step, because 
in this country, as in every. other 
country, you have many people who 
have no consideration for others, espe- 
cially the poor ” said a prominent com- 
mercial representative. ‘‘ Before long,” 
he added, ‘‘you will have more coupons 
than merely those for tea and sugar.” 

Official Labour is hopeful ‘that “he 
measure will result in a fair share of 
commodities for all the people. On the 
women s side of the Labour movement, 
where interest is keen, the view is 
a that only serious rationing 
will safeguard essentials for the poorer 
people. ‘‘ There has been a great deal 
of hoarding,”’ said Miss Louie Bennett, 
President of the Women Workers’ 
Union, “and what is left ought to ‘ve 
conserved for the less well-off people. 
The women of the working-class are 
very worried, not alone by high prices, 
but also by the difficulty of obtaining 
essentials for their households.”’ 


R.A.F. ATTACK ON

A British Air Ministry communiqué 
stated Jast night :— 

“ Blenheim aircraft of Bomber Com- 
mand attacked an escorted enemy 
convoy off the Frisian Islands this 
afternoon. One of the ships was left 
sinking and another was hit and 
damaged. 

“ Other Blenheims of the same Com- 
mand attacked enemy shipping in the 
harbour at Hangesund, on the west 
coast of Norway, and a factory in the 
same area.

THE RUSSIAN 
FRONT 


The Times, in a leading article, 
to-day says:—Field-Marshal Leeb is 
still battering at the defences of Lenin- 
grad, but he has not yet made any 
visible progress in breaking down 
the stubborn resistance of Marshal 
Voroshilov’s army and the people of 
the city. It is now exactly a week 
since the German High Command 
claimed that their forces had reached 
the Neva on a broad front, had cap- 
tured Schlusselburg, where the Neva 
flows out of Lake Ladoga to the Gulf 
of Finland, and had thus closed the 
German-Finnish ring round the city. 
Leningrad, they asserted, was cut off 
from all communication by land with 
the rest of Russia. This claim seems, 
at least, to have been premature. The 
railway connection with Moscow by 
way of Vologda is still apparently in- 
tact, and Russian reinforcements have 
reached the garrison since the Germans 
announced that it has been completely 
isolated. While the position here is 
obviously critical, even if by no means 
so desperate as Berlin would have the 
world believe, &a new danger has 
developed farther south, where the 
Russian evacuation, first of Chernigov 
and now of Kremenchug, marks the 
development of a German. pincer move- 
ment of the familiar type against Kiev. 
Both places are well to the east of the 
Ukrainian capital,,one in the north, the 
other in the south. Both are im- 
portant bridgeheads on the Dnieper, 
and the loss of Kremenchug in par- 
ticular exposes the important industrial 
areas of the Eastern Ukraine. Kiev, 
however, is not yet surrounded, and 
even when it is, it may be expected to 
put up the same grim resistance as 
Odessa. The great Black Sea port was 
cut off from all communication, except 
by sea, some five weeks ago, but it 
still holds firm, though the Germans 
have already sacrificed many thousands 
of lives, mostly Rumanian lives, in 
attacks upon ite outer defences.

A Minister for Works 


For all practical purposes Mr. Hugo 
Flinn now is Minister in charge of Eire’s 
Public Works. Pending formal promotion 
to Cabinet rank, his threefold office as 
Minister in control of the Board of Works, 
as organiser of fuel supplies, and as head 
of the engineering and employment sections 
of the Department of Local Government 
goes very far—if not yet ajl the way—to 
bridge those administrative gaps on which 
we have commented many times. As the 
latest addition to his manifold duties 
would appear to be a first and long step 
towards the constitution of a _  fully- 
blown Department of Planning and 
Public Works, we take the oppor- 
tunity ito recall some of the arguments 
which have been advanced in, and 
by, this newspaper in support of such 
a readjustment of the present machinery 
of administration. During recent years 
it has been increasingly evident that 
departmental overlappings and formali- 
ties have operated to _ retard’ the 
discharge of public business. -In many 
cases the delays and confusion which arose 
from the complicated and unwieldy 
relationship between public departments 
went far to justify the belief that matters 
of vital and pressing national importance 
had to remain in abeyance for the simple 
reason that what was everybody’s business 
had become nobody’s. Even responsible 
officials, who might have been supposed 
to be familiar with the intricacies of the 
administrative machine, often found them- 
.selves compelled to play for safety pending 
Cabinet rulings on questions which never 
should have been in doubt. Decisions 
which, under any reasonably planned 
scheme of administration, should havo 
been reached in two or three days not 
infrequently involved interchanges of 
elaborate memoranda and the waste of 
many weeks or months. Having patiently 
awaited the answer to some request, the 
applicant had to be content with the reply 
that his question ought to have been 
addressed to some other branch of the 
public service. 

When traced to their source such over- 


one main and simple explanation. At 
the inception of Saorstát Eireann it 
became necessary hurriedly to adapt the 
existing machinery of administration to 
new needs and conditions, many of which 
it then was impossible to forecast. Later, 
the machine was adjusted in many of its 
details to meet these unforeseen demands. 
It remains virtually unaltered ; yet to-day 
it is called on to discharge a mass of new 
and varied functions. Thus, as we think, 
came the survival of the Board of Public 
Works as a branch of the Ministry of 
Finance, and of the Department of Local 
Government as an active partner in the 
preparation and execution of works of 
public utility: Continuing to expand 
their administrative and engineering staffs 
in response to many new demands, these 
departments inevitably found themselves 
engaged in the same fields of activity, 
and—it has been rumoured—not_ in- 
frequently at loggerheads. Problems of 
employment—nominally those of the 
Department of Industry and Commerce— 
became so entangled with public works 
that resort had to be made to the 
unwieldy expedient of inter-departmental 
committees, whose deliberations—over 
which, incidentally, Mr. Hugo Flinn 
presided—proved to be all but abortive. 
That was the condition when war 
emergency difficulties arose and called for 
treatment. Military measures apart, the 
only adjustment made consisted in the 
creation of the Department of Supplies, 
which now has become closely identified 
with Industry and Commerce under its 
previous Minister, Mr. Lemass. Other- 
wise there has been no readjustment of 
departmental relationships. The first 
clear indication that far-reaching changes 
are probable comes in the announcement 
that Mr. Flinn is to play the difficult 
part of chief liaison officer between three 
Ministries, all of which are directly con- 
cerned with employment problems. Much, 
we believe, will rest on the success or 
failure of that experiment. 

Passing from such general questions to 
issues which must present themselves 
immediately to Mr. Flinn in his new 
tripartite capacity, we venture to suggest 
that any successful outcome of his efforts 
must depend, in a large measure, on the 
degree in which a wide survey of many 
economic and social facts and tendencies 
can be made the basis of some compre- 
hensive plan. With command of the 
statistical data, and the engineering 
experts, of three departments specially 
concerned with employment questions, 
much of the necessary material lies to 
his hand. Far more, however, remains to 
be collected and embodied in a conspectus 
of needs and possibilities. To that end 
we shall be interested to learn whether, 
and to what extent, control of the 
“ engineering functions, road works and 
employment schemes’’ of the Local 
Government Department will enable Mr. 
Flinn to insist upon such extensions of 
the powers provided for the Town and 
Regional Planning Act as will be necessary 
to enable, or to compel, local authorities 
to take effective action. If, as we antici- 
pate, local improvement schemes are to 
play a large part in providing the useful 
employment which the new Minister is 
expected to organise, he cannot too soon 
insist that all such schemes should be so 
planned as to take their proper place in 
a unified plan of national development. 
To that end a first need is the constitution 
of planning authorities whose purview, 
while remaining local, will extend far 
beyond “ parish pump” boundaries. As 
indicating possible means by which that 
end may be achieved we invite Mr. 
MacEntee and Mr. Flinn to study 
the series of articles which—under the 
title of “ Planning Problems ’’—are now 
current in our columns. Calling for the 
constitution of representative regional

In The Atlantic 


Colonel Knox, Secretary of the Navy in 
President Roosevelt’s Administration, has 
dotted the “i's” of his chief’s warning 
to the “Axis” Powers—and has dotted 
them heavily. There was no diplomatic 
evasion about the speech which he delivered 
yesterday at Milwaukee. The United States 
Navy, he says, will protect all ‘ lease-and- 
lend’’ cargoes travelling between the 
American Continent and the waters 
adjacent to Iceland, and will capture or 
destroy whatever “ Axis” warships may 
be encountered. In a sentence, the 
Americans will shoot first. It will be 
almost a miracle, in these circumstances, 
if the United States does not find herself 
openly at war with the totalitarian States 
in a matter of weeks, at the most; for 
there must be enough American and 
German war-craft operating in the 
Atlantic to render an early clash inevit- 
able. Herr Hitler cannot afford to over- 
look the challenge. Thanks to his 
campaign against Russia, the British 
enjoy a breathing-space during which they 
can strengthen their defences, and every 


shipload of goods from America that. 


reaches a British port in safety will make 
his task so much more difficult when at 
last he turns against his chief enemy. He 
must win the ‘‘ battle of the Atlantic ” if 
he hopes to win the war; and to that 
end his submarines must operate in the 
seas between Iceland and the American 
because the waters between 
Britain herself are 
thoroughly patrolled by the Royal Navy. 
His choice lies between a growing 
list of clashes with the American Navy 
and—retreat from the Atlantic. There 
can bé little doubt about his answer. A 
collision between the United States and 
the German Reich was inevitable from the 
moment when Congress passed the ‘‘ lease- 
and-lend ” legislation. It could be only 
a question of time until vessels of the 
United States Navy would be needed to 
protect the transhipments of American- 
manufactured and American-purchased 
munitions—and until ‘‘ incidents ” would 
occur. The case of the U.S.N.S. Greer 
has set the match to the train; the charge 
will explode as soon as an American 
destroyer sinks a German submarine, or a 
German submarine plants its torpedoes in 
an American destroyer. It may be that 
neither side will make a formal declara- 
tion of war—many “incidents ” occurred 
during the Great War of 1914-’18 before 
the United States actually “ came in '— 
but a de facto state of war will exist in 
the Atlantic between the two nations. 
Herr Hitler presumably will follow 
President Roosevelt’s example, and will 
instruct his submarine commanders like- 
wise to shoot first, but the odds will be 
heavily against him in the Atlantic; for 
the combined fleets of America and Great 


Britain are a terrible enemy.

A Hint? 


Mr. de Valera, as leader of the Fianna 
Fail organisation, annually issues an 
appeal on behalf of its funds. This 
year’s appeal stresses—or seems to stress— 
the possibility of a general election in the 
near future. ‘Tt is vital,’’ we read, 
‘that the Government should, as in the 
past, be able at any time to demonstrate 
and support its authority by direct 
reference to the people. « « To maintain 
an organisation. . « , and to provide for 
the incidence of a possible general 
election, requires a considerable sum of 
money.” ‘These citations may mean 
nothing in particular; they may be 
merely the statement of a perpetually 
self-evident fact; but it is interesting that 
Mr. de Valera has hinted at all at the 
possibility of a general election, inasmuch 
as he previously has been careful, both 
inside and outside the Dail, to convey 
the impression that his Government is 


coast, 


securely in the saddle “for the 
duration.’*® Has he, in fact, any thought 
of an appeal to the people? Is it con- 
ceivable that he and his Ministers, 


wearied by the administration of the 
country during the two, undeniably 
difficult, years since the outbreak of war, 
are thinking of a rest? Alternatively— 
and more probably—are they uncertain 
of the country’s attitude towards their 
achievements, and are they looking 
forward to a fresh ‘‘ mandate ”’ which will 
give them confidence? In either case, we 
would not blame them. They have been 
confronted with an unprecedentedly com- 
plicated set of circumstances, and it must 
be admitted that, upon the whole, they 
have not done badly. They started the 
war with a declaration of neutrality, in 
which policy they enjoyed the support of 
the entire, or virtually the entire, Dail 
and Senate. Many people believed that 
such a policy could not be maintained: 
the obstacles in its way—even those 
which were apparent two years ago— 
were enormous; yet the twenty-six 
counties remain neutral, For Mr. 
de Valera’s consistency in this matter, 
and for the skill with which he has pre- 
served Irish neutrality, he is entitled to 
all credit: Has he handled the problems 
arising from that policy with similar 
skill? It must be admitted that he fore- 
saw, more clearly than ninety-nine out of 
every hundred other people, the certainty 
of economic distress; but did he take 
adequate measures to counteract it? In 
some respects his Government has 
succeeded—thei- will be little or no 
shortage of food this winter; in others it 
has failed—there threatens to be a severe 
scarcity of fuel, which is hardly less 
important than food. Unemployment is 
not yet so formidable as, by all rights, 
it ought to have been; but its effects have 
been counter-balanced, in serious measure, 
by a steady drain of Irishmen into 
occupations across the Channel. These 
difficulties, or most of them, were fore- 
seen, and it is not unfair to argue that 
the Government could have counteracted 
them, or helped to counteract them, by 
bold policies; but it is, pe~haps, equally 
fair to argue that the Government has 
become too tired for bold policies. Its

(soprano) and the accompanist Rhoda 
Coghill. 

The programme was devised and directed 
by Riobárd O Faracháin. It will be re- 
peated from Radio Eireann on Friday 
next, 9.20-10 p.m. 

The broadcasting authorities hope to

SIR JOHN LAVERY'S 
WILL 


Sir John Lavery, R.A, the distinguished 
Irish painter, late of Cromwell place, 
London, who died on January 10th last, left 
estate in Eire valued at £5,030 19s. 7d. 

_In his will—the executors of which are 
Katherine FitzGerald, his secretary; Alice 
Livingston McEnery, his step-daughter, and 
the Rev. John Vance, Beaumont College, 
Old Windsor, Berks.—he left his large por- 
trait group entitled “ High Treason, Court 
of Criminal Appeal, 1916,” to the National 
Portrait, Society, London, failing acceptance 
by which it is to be offered to the Royal 
Courts of Justice, Strand, London, and, 
should they not accept it, to the National 
Gallery of Ireland. The original study, in 
an oval frame, of Pavlova, after the Dying 
Swan, and a portrait of the Earl of Lonsdale, 
K.G@., he left to the National Gallery, 
London; and to the National Gallery, Edin- 
burgh, he bequeathed a portrait of James 
Maxton, M.P. Any studies he possessed of 
‘Their Majesties’ Court, uckingham 
Palace, 1931,” he left to his trustees to sell 
them by public auction and pay the net 
proceeds to the Artists’ General Benevolent 
Institution. 

To his secretary he left his house in 
London with its contents, excepting the 
pauses to his son-in-law, Lord Sempill, he 

equeathed the bronze death-mask of his 
late wife, daughter of the deceased artist, 
and any portrait of her he might choose; 
to Diana Dickinson (grandchild) he left his 
medals, decorations, diplomas, and portrait 
of her mother with tennis racquet, and a 
bronze cast of her hand; to Ann Moira 
Forbes-Sempill (grand-daughter) he left the 
casket containing the Freedom of Belfast, 
the portrait of her mother in Forbes tartan, 
and a bronze cast of her hand; to the Hon. 
June Mary Forbes-Sempill (grand-daughter) 
a silver-mounted case containing the Freedom 
of Dublin, a bronze life mask of himself, a 
framed portrait group of herself and her 
father, a small portrait of her mother, a 
bronze cast of her hand, and an early por- 
trait of himself; all personal letters and 
papers relating to her mother and the 
deceased were left to his step-daughter. 

Among the pecuniary bequests are:— 
£1,000 each to his niece, Jane Callaghan, 23 
Devon street, Glasgow; John Callaghan, 
Glasgow, his nephew; Mary Howard 
(niece) and John Lavery (nephew). To his 
household staff:—The butler, Tucker, £500, 
and a similar amount to Mrs. Tucker; Mrs. 
Alfred D. Millar £100, and to each of the 
other servants £100. To the Right Rev. 
John Vance he left the choice of any picture 
in his studio. 

The residue of the estate is to be converted 
and placed in trust for the benefit of his 
máil enea sáile his secretary, and Diana 
Dickinson, Ann Moira Forbes-Sempill, and 
June Mary Forbes Sempill, in equal shares. 


Some new paintings, oils and water 
colours are now on view at The Con- 
temporary Picture Galleries, Lower Baggot 
street, Dublin.

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OBITUARY 
MR. OLIVER SHEPPARD 


Mr. Oliver Sheppard, R.H.A., the 
famous Irish sculptor, died at his 
summer home, Knockranny, Carrick- 
brack road, Baily, Count Pager, on 
Sunday last at the . 

He was the son of “Sinpeon Sheppard, 
a sculptor, and was born in County 
a a moved to Dublin to study 
art. holarship to South Kensing- 
ton a to lowed by another for Paris. 
Later he taught will in Leicester 
and Nottingham, but the late William 
Butler Yeats persuaded him to return 
to Ireland in 1902. Mr. Sheppard was 
the friend of many of the figures of 
the Irish literary renaissance and 
executed busts of many of them, in- 


cluding ‘ A.E., with whom he had 
studied i in Dublin in his youth, and 
W. B. Yeats, His Portland stone bust 


of “ A.E.’’ was in the Royal Hibernian 
Academy Exhibition of 1916, and was 
destroyed when the building was 
burned down. 

Intensely Irish in his outlook, this 
feeling found an outlet in his work— 
his “Death of Cuchulainn,’’ now in 
the G.P.O., and ‘' The Insurgent,”’ 
dominating "the Bull Ring, Wexford, 
are examples. of this. ‘Inis Fail,’ 
exhibited at the Oireachtas of 1906, 
was another of his works, which ex- 
pressed his feeling for his country. 
Padraig Pearse said of this work: 
‘It’s wonderful gladness sings like a 
hymn through the room. His fine 
bust of John O’Leary, the Fenian, is 
in Dublin’s Municipal Gallery, while a 


laurelled bust of Pearse is on loan from 
Leinster House to the 1916 collection 
in the National Museum. Passers-by 
may see his bust of James Clarence 
Mangan in St, Stephen’s Green, while 
more of his work is to be found inside 
the square at the College of Science. 

Among his lesser-known works were 
“medals for ‘Trinity College, Dublin, 
and for the Tailteann Games; he also 
submitted designs for Irish coinage. 

All his work had a delicacy and 
beauty about it and this influenced 
the many students with whom he came 
in contact during the years in which 
he taught at the Metropolitan School 
of Art. He retired from the school, 
where he was Professor of Sculpture, 
receiving a presentation from the 
students, about three years ago. 

Mr. Sheppard maintained a studio 
at Pembroke road, Dublin, and was 
represented in the last exhibition of 
the Royal Hibernian Academy. In 
addition to being a R.H.A. he was 
a member of the Royal Society of 
British Sculptors. His recreation was 
golf. 

His wife, Rosalind Good, died some 
vears ago. She was a Swiss, but was 
born in Hamburg, and came to Dublin 
as a young girl. She took a keen 
interest in the theatre and appeared 
in many dramatic productions with 
Willie Pearse at the Westland row 
schools. One of his brothers, Dr. 
Harry Sheppard, resides in Clontarf, 
while another brother, Reuben, 
sculptor, residing in England, He is 
survived by his daughter, Kathleen. 

The funeral takes place this morning 
to St. Fintan’s, Howth.

DISPOSAL OF BLACK- 
BERRIES 


From 23rd September separate licences 
will be required for all fresh and preserved 
fruit when imported into Great Britain from 
this country, Licences for the importation 
into Great Britain of fresh blackberries will 
not be granted by the British Ministry of 
Food. lLicences will, however, be granted 
for the importation of blackberry pulp pur- 
chased by the Miristry through the Fruit 
Pulp Association, Ltd. This Association, it 
is understood, is prepared to purchase pulp 
at a price not exceeding £50 per ton. The 
Department of Agriculture advises pickers 
of blackberries to dispose of the fruit as 
soon as possible to merchants, who, if 
unable to convert the blackberries into pulp, 
should aell the fruit to pulp manufacturers. 


USE OF KEROSENE 


A new Order concerning kerosene pro- 
hibits the use of kerosene (which includes 
paraffin oil and tractor vapourising oil), and 
any mixture of kerosene with other oils in 
any motor vehicle other than an agri- 
cultural tractor, unless the owner is regis- 
tered as an industrial user of kerosene in 
respect of such vehicle.
